An affidavit charging1 first degree 
murder was filed this afternoon 
in 
✓ 
circuit 
court 
against 
George W. 
Clingman, who lias been held in jail 
since Sunday morning following the 
death of George 
Perry, whom 
he 
shot with a rifle after mistaking a 
partv of fishermen for robbers. 
% 
Clingman’s attorneys 
had 
made 
arrangements for giving bond and it 
was expected he would be released 
immediately. 
Judge 
Sparks 
was 
called to the court house and fixed 
the amount of the bond at $1,000. 
Lon Mull promptly 
provided 
bond 
and Clingman was 
released imme­ 
diately. 
The affidavit was signed by Clay­ 
ton Perry, a brother of the dead 
man, and a member of the 
fishing 
party that visited the 
Mull farm, 
northeast of Manilla last Saturday 
night. 
It is alleged that Clingman 
“feloniously and purposely and with 
premeditated 
malice, did 
kill and 
murder George P erry/’ 
The affida­ 
vit then follows the usual form. 
The affidavit charged first degree 
murder because under this all other 
forms of murder are included and if 
the case should be tried the jury 
has the right to determine what de­ 
gree, if any, of murder was commit­ 
ted. 
By making it first degree mur­ 
der it is possible to try him under 
any of the degrees. 
The tiling 
of the affidavit 
does 
not prevent the grand jury from tak­ 
ing up the case and 
it 
i^ expected 
that the grand 
jury called for the 
September term of court will inves­ 
tigate the case. 
Dr. Lowell M. Green, county cor­ 
oner, expected to continue his inves­ 
tigations either this afternoon or to­ 
morrow morning and if possible file 
his verdict some time 
Wednesday. 
Tfie coroner is 
anxious to get the 
testimony of Robert Perry, the fatli- 
f t of George Perry.

Inch Rainfall Causes Drop in 


Temperature. 


VERY

DAMAGE 
DONE 


Lightning Plays Many Tricks at the 


Home of Fred Martin, Near 


Falmouth. 


Probably the most severe electri­ 
cal storm of the summer passed over 
this city <&nd 
county last 
evening 
shortly after five o'clock. 
No great 
damage resulted, which is considered 
remarkable in view of the amount of 
lightning. 
The 
storm was 
accompanied by 
considerable wind and passed from 
the northwest to southeast. Most of 
the county received a heavy rain, 
itli the exception of 
the western 
edge. 
There was hardly any rain at 
Arlington and 
practically none at 
Homer. 
The rainfall amounted to 
eight-tenths of an inch, according to 
the report from the government bu­ 
reau at Mauzy. 
In Rushville the lightning burned 
out a fuse at the water and light 
plant and as a result most of the eitv 
was in 
darkness as 
far as street 
lights were concerned. 
The damage 
did not affect the commercial circuits 
and hindered only the smaller street 
lights. 
The home of 
Fred Martin, near 
Falmouth, was struck by lightning, 
but was not fired. 
The lightning 
played several freaks, at the Martin 
home, tearing a screen door from its 
hinges and burning out the telephone. 
The lightning struck the roof and 
then jumped to the screen door. The 
door was badly 
battered and torn, 
showing that the bolt 
struck with 
great force. 
The eastern part of the county al­ 
so received a heavy rain and a part 
of the electrical storm. 
Lightning 
ran down into the telephone at the 
home of Lige Billings, north of Glen- 
wood and tore it from the wall. 
It 
also struck the roof, knocking three 
shingles off the southeast croner of 
the house and splintering a post on 
the northeast corner. 
A crack 
of 
about an inch was made in the ce­ 
ment under the porch. 
The lumber 
was so wet that 
a blaze 
was not 
started. 
The electrical storm was also se­ 
vere at Raleigh, but no damage re­ 
sulted. 
The southern 
part of the 
county received a good rain. 
The rain had the desired effect in 
cooling the atmosphere and the heat 
wave of the past ten days was ap­ 
parently broken. 
The temperature 
yesterday 
reached the 
ninety-five 
mark and 
this 
morning at 
seven 
o’clock had dropped to seventy-two 
degrees. 
While the sun was again 
very warm today there was a stiff 
breeze from the east and the change 
in temperature was easily noticed.

Senator George Sutherland, of Utah. 
“My view 
is that the 
proposed 
amendment should be submitted and 
ratified,” the Republican candidate 
said in his telgram to the Utah sen­ 
ator. 
The 
telegram from 
Sutherland 
which brought Hughes’ declaration 
asserted there was nothing in the 
Republican platform 
which 
in any 
manner conflicts with such a declar­ 
ation and stated that the platform 
commits the party to the principles 
of woman suffrage. 
“It is silent upon the subject of 
the constitutional amendment 
and 
therefore leaves everybody of 
the 
party free to determine for himself 
this question,” stated the Utah sen­ 
ator’s message. 
Hughes reply to Senator Suther­ 
land said: 
“My dear 
Senator: 
Your tele­ 
gram has 
been 
received. 
In ipy 
answer to the notification I did not 
refer to the 
proposed 
amendment 
relating to woman suffrage and this 
was not mentioned in the platform. 
I have no 
objection, 
however, 
to 
stating 
mv personal 
view. 
As I 
said in my speech I think it to be 
most desirable that the question wo­ 
man suffrage 
be settled 
promptly, 
The question 
is of such 
a nature 
that it should be settled for the en­ 
tire country. 
“My view 
is that the 
proposed 
amendment should be submitted and 
ratified and 
the 
subject 
removed 
from political discussion.

Start of Third Year of War Finds 


Neither Side Abie as Yet to Dic­ 


tate Peace Terms.

Influences Which May Finally Decide 


Struggle Are Finance, Economic 


and Food Terms. 


By J. W. T. MASON. 
( W ritten for United Press.) 
New York, Aug. 1.—The warring 
nations of Europe are at their last 
stand, as they enter today upon the 
third year of the conflict. 
Two 
years of prodigal 
expendi­ 
tures, of enormous losses and of in­ 
decisive victories and defeats have 
led up to the final phase of the great 
struggle which discloses neither side 
able as yet to dictate terms to the 
other. 
The Allies and the Central 
Empires 
have 
noit 
even 
decided 
among themselves as to the details 
of their own terms. This must he the 
principal 
work of their 
statesmen 
during the third year of the war. 
The two years of conflict, have 
demonstrated that in a war as com­ 
plex as is the European struggle, 
other forces besides those controlled 
by the militarists play an increasing­ 
ly important part in the final out­ 
come. 
The present war map, show­ 
ing the German lines extending far 
into enemy countries, and showing 
also the loss of Germany’s colonial 
empire, is but one element that must 
enter into any discussion of peace. 
Lines on either side may hold, but 
onee the enemy establishes a defi­ 
nite superiority in man-killing power, 
this fact will have a new bearing on 
peace negotiations. 
Three other influences are at work 
in the final phase of the war: Finan­ 
cial. economic and food. Financial­ 
ly, Europe at large is approaching a 
limit of impossible taxation after the 
war, to pay the interest on the mon­ 
ey now being so readily 
borrowed 
under thé influence of patriotic fer­ 
vor. 
Belligerent statesmen are en­ 
tering upon the third year of the war 
with serious financial misgivings that 
will probably stimulate interest in 
peace as new borrowings of billions 
become necessary. 
It is practically 
certain that in some of the warring 
nations, thinly disguised socialistic 
seizures of property will have to be 
made, to pay the war bills, even if 
the war doesn’t last a day longer. If 
peace continues to be evasive far in­ 
to the third year of the war, there 
will be few countries that in the end 
will be able to avoid widespread con­ 
fiscation. 
Economically, the 
two years 
of 
warfare have not been disastrous for 
any particular belligerents. 
Work­ 
ingmen's wages, in general, have ris­ 
en higher than the inereasd cost of 
living. The dispatch of so many mil­ 
lions of men to the front and the use 
of so many millions more in muni­ 
tion factories Tiave caused a scarcity 
of ordinary labor throughout Europe. 
The Central Empires, however, will 
feel a serious economic strain when 
the war is over, because their supply 
of raw materials is rapidly becoming 
exhausted. The Allies have been able 
to import raw materials continuously 
during the war, while Germany and 
Austro-Hungary have had to live on 
their reserves. How to purchase raw 
materials from abroad in sufficient 
quantities to provide for the millions 
of Teuton soldiers returning to work­ 
shops and factories after peace is 
declared, will present a serious prob­ 
lem for Berlin and Vienna to solve. 
For two years the supply of food 
in the Teutonic countries has been 
constantly dropping.

nite superiority in man-killing power, 
his fact will have a new bearing on 
eace negotiations. 
Three other influences are at work 


n the final phase of the war: Finan- 
ikil. economic and food. Knaneial- 
y, Europe at large is approaching a - 
unit of impossible taxation after the 
var, to pay the interest on the mon- 
ey now being so readily borrowed 
under the* influence of- patriotic fer- 


or. Belligerent statesmen are en- 
ering upon the third year of the war 
with serious financial misgivings that 
will probably stimulate interest in 
>eace as new borrowings of billions 
>ecome necessary. 
It is practically 


certain that in some of the : warring 
nations, thinly disguised socialistic 
seizures of property will have to be 
ma'de, .to,, pay the war "bills, even if 
he war doesn't last a day longer. If 
)eace continues to be evasive far in- 
;o the third year' of the war, there 
will be few countries that in the end, 
will be able to avoid widespread con- 
iscation. 


Economically, the two years of 


warfare have not been disastrous for 
any particular belligerents. Work- 
ingmen's wages, in. general, have ris- 
en higher than the.'increasd cost of 
iving. The dispatch of so many mil- 
ions of men to the front arid the use 
of so many millions more-in muni- 
tion factories nave caused a scarcity 
of ordinary labor throughout Europe. 
' The Central Empires, however, will 
feel'ia serious.economic strain when 
the war is 'over, because their supply^ 
of raw materials.is rapidly becoming 
exhausted. The Allies have been able 
to import raw materials continuously 
during the war, while Gernutoy? and. 
Anstro-Hungary have had to live on 
their reserves. How to purchase raw 
materials from jabroad in sufficient 
quantities to provide for the millions 
of Teuton soldiers returning to work- 
shops and factories after peace ist 
declared, will present a serious prob- 
lem'for Berlin and Vienria to gqlve.

ty in Mexico previous to the present

' "The activity of our government 


in enforcing the neutrality laws has 
in my opinion put an end for the 
present to Hie Reyes revolutionary 
movement, as it can never be suc- 
cessful unless permitted to co-oper- 
ate from American soil.

Popular-Spirit in Germany. 
By CARL W. ACKERMAN. 


Berlin, July 4 
(By Mail)—An 


American diplomat recently declaret 
the greatest mistake in the war is the 
use of-the ,term "Militarism.". "No 
one," he said, "will ever agree on 
what it' means and 'it is going .to be 
difficult to end the war because of 
that.: 


• The spirit of the German people 


during the' last- year cannot be' shown 
without discussing "German Militar- 
ism." In outlining the people's atti- 
tude toward the war, the Kaiser and 
the government, Militarism will not 
be justified or criticized. Recent de- 
velopments in Germany will be dis- 
cussed in their relation to what is 
generally termed .Germany's military 
party.' 


At the beginning of the war, there 


was. great 
enthusiasm, throughout 


Germany. More than, a million men 
volunteered, to-fight. During the first 
year they fought hardr died or were 
wounded. The people at home .began 
to economize. This spirit carried the 
armies far into France >nd Russia. 


During the second, year this en- 


thusiasm, has. not been so great, but 
the determination of the. people has 
not abated. • They want 
peace at 


once, if they can obtain reasonably 
terms of peace. If they had to vote 
to go on until they can get these 
terms of the enemy, they would vote 
to go on. 


Germany wants 
peace 
because 


Germany believes she has won' the 
war. There are critics and grumblers 
dissatisfied with everything. 
Every 


belligerent has about as many as the 
other. The difference is that in Eng- 
land they grumble publicly, in Ger- 
many they cannot; and when peo- 
ple cannot criticize publicly, they do 
it twice as hard privately. 


cThe people are individually per- 


sonally interested in the war. because 
every person has some relative at 
the frorit. The best indication of the 
public support of the wan is the vote 
of the Reichstag in June of the new 
war 
credit of two- billion marks. 


There was less opposition; to it then 
than to the; onei before. -The Social- 
ists supported it' for the ,fourth time 
and Socialist; members, of the: Reich- 
stag .-are in-hourly touch with public 
sentiment.

Philip Seheidemann, a Socialist 


leader, is one of the best informed 
men in Germany on public sentiment. 
Seheidemann is in constant com- 
munication with the Imperial Chan- 
cellor. The Chancellor is received 
more often by the1 Kaiser than, any 
otlier wf the ministers. 
Seheide- 


mann and his followers did not have 
confidence in' the/Chancellor and. in 
the Kaiser (there would be- more7 ev- 
idences of it in the Reichstag.; f The 
Kaiser trusts the Chancellor's; judg- 
ment 
absolutely. 
Seheidemann 


trusts the Chancellor's judgment-and 
the public trusts ithe Socialist leader.

Heydebrand now has pratieally no 


influence outside his party and the 
other parties iu the Reichstag outvote 
his party nearly two to one. Tirpitz 
has resigned and has been succeeded 
by a friend of the Chancellor. Moltke 
no longer is chief of staff. He has 
•been succeeded by a man who is one 
of the Kaiser^s best friends and a 
man who during the crisis with Am- 
erica worked for an adjustment to 
avoid a break. Bcrn'hardi practically 
unknown to the German public, has 
been commander of an army in Poseu 
since the begining of the war. He 
has no influence in the government.
